PAIR  PLAT  FOE  OUE  BODIES 

Tho  Medical  Profession  has  made 
'wonderful  progress  in  the  extension  of 
human  life.  Not  to  be  denied  in  this 
work  is  tho  importanco  of  the  advance 
of  knowledge  and  skill  in  tho  profes¬ 
sion  itself.  But  probably  tho  most  im¬ 
portant  of  all  agoncios  contributing  to 
general  health  has  been  tho  constant, 
systematized  propaganda — education. 

While  it  is  true  that  wo  all  want  to 
ho  healthy,  there  is  a  tendency  “to 
forget  to  think  about”  our  health,  ex¬ 
cept  when  we  are  ill.  There  was  a  time 
when  healthy  folk  could  very  easily 
forgot  their  bodies.  But  that  is  hardly 
possible  now,  with  all  tho  health  items 
(and  advertisements)  in  publications' 
and  radio  programs. 

An  instance  of  what  this  combina¬ 
tion  of  medical  skill  and  judicious  pro¬ 
paganda  has  done  for  ono  phase  of 
human  well-being  in  ono  locality:  Twen¬ 
ty  years  ago,  reports  Dr.  James  Stew¬ 
art,  State  Health  Commissioner  of  Mis¬ 
souri,  the  tuberculosis  death  rate  in 
Missouri  watf  135.4  per  109,000  popula¬ 
tion,  while  in  1029  tho  rate  bad  do- 
oroasod  to  67.36,  Like  decreases  have 
ooourrod  in  the  other  states. 

Probably  ono  important  reason  for 
tho  effectiveness  of  hoaltli-  propaganda 
is  tho  provnlonco  of,  man-of-tho-street 
language,  and  renunciation  of  technical 
claptrap.  To  cite  an  example  •  from 
Missouri  Public  Health  News: 

Newspaper  headlines  featuring  tho 
mishaps  of  aviation  carry  many  reports 
of  tho  phyafical  crashes  of  people  who 
have  ignored  the  fact  that  tho  same 
physical  check-ups  are  os  necessary  for 
successful  living  as  they  are  for  succos- 
ful  flying.  Of  course  these  human 
crashes  aro  called  heart  trouble,  kid¬ 
ney  trouble,  rheumatism,  nervous  break, 
downs,  etc,  but  what's  in  a  name  I 

Such  mls'fortunoB  are  frequently  the 
result  of  undertaking  some  feat  of  life 
such  as  amassing  a'  fortune  or  attaining 
social  prominence,  without  physical 
check-ups  to  see  if  tho  body  is  in  con¬ 
dition  to  successfully  stand  such  an  en¬ 
durance  teat.

Days  of  College 

l£r.  G.  H.  Colbert,  Hoad  of  the  Mathe¬ 
matics  Department,  Gives  Some  Col¬ 
lege  History  at  Club  Meeting. 

Ttic  trials  of  helping  to  start  a  now 
ccllcgn  were  among  the  experiences 
ol  Cr,  IT.  Colbert,  instructor  of  Matlie- 
Bsties  at  the  College.  Mr.  Colbert  re¬ 
viewed  those  experiences  in  a  talk  be¬ 
fore  the  Social  Science  Club  at  its 
regular  meeting  Wednesday  niglil, 
Mare.h  18. 

The  school  was  opened  hero  in  Juno, 
The  first  assembly  was  hold  in 
((te  Main  Street  Methodist  Church.  The 
old  High  School  building  st,anding 
where  the  present  high  school  now 
stands  was  first  used  for  classes.  Dur¬ 
ing  that  summer  the  old  Seminary,  lo¬ 
cated  at  the  west  end  of  First  Street 
was  renovated  and  used  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  tlip  Fall  Quarter.  In  this  buil¬ 
ding  wore  six^  recitation  rooms,  the 
lilirary  and  assembly, 

Of  course  this  was  not  sufficient  to 
carry  on  all  of  the  work  so  at  different 
times  rooms  wore  rented  down  town. 

For  a  while  tho  Training  School  mot 
in  rooms  over  the  Democrat-Forum 
office.  Some  of  tho  art  work  was  also 
handled  there. 

A  small  frame  building  which  stood 
jnst  East  of  tho  present  tennis  courts 
on  tho  Campus,  formerly  occupied  by  a 
nursery  which  had  owned  most  of  the 
campus,  was  converted  into  an  agri- 
c.ultiiral  building  and  also  some  of  the 
art  work  was  done  there.  During  one 
winter  np-stairs  rooms  In  the  building 
just  north  of  Kueh’s  Jewelry  Store 
wore  used  for  basketball  practice. 

During  the  second  summer  tho  old 
opera  house,  located  where  tho  electric 
light  office  now  is,  was  used  for  assem- 
blv.  Tho  student  body  was  often  com- 
polled  to  walk  long  distances  to  classes. 
As  far  as  it  was  possible,  tho  classes 
were  arranged  so  that  they  could  either 
lie  downtown  or  out  at  the  seminary 
huiUring  for  a  half  day  at  a  time. 

Tho  school  moved  into  tho  East  end 
of  tho  present  building  in  October, 
MIO,  bnt  workmen  were  still  working 
«n  the  auditorium,  the  room  now  used 
as  a  library  and  tho  west  end  of  the 
building.  Tlioro  was  a  great  deal  of 
confusion  and  noise  to  interfere  with 
the  class  routine. 

At  first  tho  Campus  did  not  include 
llio  corner  now  occupied  by  the  cot¬ 
tages,  but  this  plot  of  land  was  pur- 
eliiiscd  by  the  first  Board  of  Eogonts 
because  of  the  shade  it  offered  for 
probable  picnics.  This  ground  was,  for 
several  summers,  used  as  a  place  for 
the  Chautauqua. 

Before  tho  school  was  moved  into  the 
present  building  both  sides  of  the  long 
walk  wore  cultivated.  One  year  it  was 
used  for  a  growing  ground  for  onions 
and  tho  following  year  the  agriculture 
dciiartment  used  it  for  experimental 
plots  for  corn.  Originally  this  same  spot 
was  covered  with  borry  bushes  and 
grapo  vines.  For  one  season  tho  attempt  : 
w.is  made  to  turn  the  campus  into  a  ; 
golf  links  but  this  was  not  practical 
•n  account  of  having  to  crosd  both 
Third  and  Fourth  Streets. 

The  athletic  department,  ospociiilly  ; 
football,  had  a  struggling  oxperionce 
m  tho  first  few  years.  One  year  only 
eleven  men  went  out  for  football.  The  ; 
first  track  meet  was  hold  under  tho  :

was  elected.  During  that  time  Mr.  Cook 
was  hero  on  tlie  grounds  while  Dr. 
Taylor  worked  out  in  tlic  field. 

Tho  first  fall  schedule  had  forty-two 
classes  listed.  The  ourricnlum  did  not 
carry  college  work  beyond  the  first 
two  years.  About  1914  or  1915  tho  Leg¬ 
islature  changed  tho  name  to  tho  State 
Teachers  College  and  added  two  years 
work  to  tho  curriculum,  making  a  full 
four-year  college.  At  first  all  credits, 
both  high  school  and  college,  wore  giv¬ 
en  in  units. 

In  order  to  establish  the  school  hero 
tho  citizens  of  tliis  town  and  county 
subscribed  enough  funds  to  secure  tlie 
campus  and  had  about  $00,000.00  sur¬ 
plus.  The  first  board  of  regents  expect¬ 
ed  to  use  a  portion  of  this  $80,000.00  tr 
pay  tho  faculty  until  tho  Legislature 
could  make  tho  proper  appropriation  to 
take  care  of  tho  salaries,  but  tho  Attor- 
noy-Qenoral  of  tho  state  ruled  that  the 
money  could  not  bo  ua'od  for  that  pur¬ 
pose  since  it  had  boon  given  for  tho 
grounds  and  buildings;  henco,  the 
mombors  of  the  faculty  from  Juno, 
1900,  to  March,  1907,  had  to  live  from 
tho  incidental  foes  paid  by  tho  stud¬ 
ents.  Two  years  later  tho  state  finances 
wore  at  low  obb  and  the  '  schools  ro- 
oeivod  no  funds  for  about  ton  months. 
During  this  time  tho  faculty  mombors 
rocoived  no  pay  until  tho  Legislature 
mado  a  deficit  appropriation  to  pay  up 
tho  bqck  salaries.  It  was  only  through 
tho  kindness  of  tho  'merchants  who  ex¬ 
tended  credit  to  thorn  that  tho  faculty 
mombors  wore  able  to  live  tlirough  tliis 
trying  time. 

Mr.  Colbort  lias  In  his  poss'easion  the 
first  Collogo  Annual  as  wo  would  call 
it  now.  Then  it  was  callod  “Football 
Souvenir  of  1908."  In  it  aro  tho  pic¬ 
tures  of  tho  football  team,  the  girls’ 
pep  squad,  somo  of  tho  faculty  mombers 
and  pictures  of  tho  campus.
